Tank Fires On Hungarians Armed With Flags

BUDAPEST, Hungary WV-Parli- 


ament Square in Budapest became 
a battlefield shortly after noon 
Thursday when a Russian tank 
opened fire on a few thousand 
peaceful demonstrators w h o s e 
only 
weapons 
were Hungarian 


flags. 


Reports from other parts of the 


capital told similar stories. 


The situation was more than 


confused Thursday morning. 
It 


was thought that resistance of the 


j rebels gradually withered away 


though one could he?r sporadic 
shooting with both small arms and 
artillery throughout the night.

It turned out that Wednesday 


night's shooting was more than a 
mopping-up operation.

At 10 a m. a crowd of 2,000 


men and women, waving flags and 
shouting, "This is a peaceful dem- 
onstration" passed in front of the 
United States legation toward the 
nearby Parliament building, with 
' b e a m i n g faces. The marchers 


I waved their hats and some shout- 
led: 


"Why don't you help us?" 
Then an amazing thing hap- 


pened. Two huge Russian tanks 
and an armored car drove up— 
packed with young Hungarians 
fraternizing 
with 
the Russian 


soldiers. All were fcmiling un- 
easily. 
Other tanks and also a number 


of Ru&sian guns were mounted at 
various corners of the huge Gothic 
Parliament building. 


The Russians remained friendly 


but kept away from the crowd and 
prevented 
demonstrators 
f r o m 


reaching a gate leading to the 
Prime Ministry. 


I took cover in a doorway and 


looking out saw a tank firing 
wildly. 


Then three armored cars drove 


up packed with Russian sol- 
diers, but they aimed their guns 
toward the sky before they fired.

Square Tuesday could not be ascer- 
tained. I saw the body of a woman 
lying under the arcades of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, opposite 
the Parliament building, and three 
ether bodies lying on the street 
car track. 


The stories demonstrators tell 


are naturally controversial. The 
fact is that many Hungarians ar- 
rived atop Russian tanks and ar- 
mored cars. They say the Rus- 
sian soldiers assured them that 
they 'had no intention to keep 
fighting the people and received 
orders to return to their bases. 
Others said that all this was a 
fake. 


My impression was that those 


fraternizing with the crowd really 
mean it, but orders came later that 
the square—center of Hungarian 
political life, with the Communist 


'party headquarters, the Ministry 


1 of Defense and other ministries 
clustered around Parliament—had 
to be cleared of demonstrators. 


1 could not see a single Hun- 


garian soldier, neither army nor 
security police. At least in this 
area all the work was done by 
Russian troops. 
Earlier I toured the neighbor- 


hood of the big block of red brick 
houses on Madach Square, site of 
heavy fighting Wednesday. The pic- 
ture was frightful indeed, resem- 
bling the grim days after the siege 


of the city in 1945. 


Shiny passenger cars with Aus- 


trian and other foreign liccns* 
plates in front of Astoria Hotel had 
broken windshields. All windows 
of the hotel were smashed Kid 
big holes, unmistakably made by 
gunfire, gaped on the walls of var- 
ious buildings. 


All the streets around are strewn 


with debris. Cables and trolleys 
dangle down into the street. Shops 
are burned out. All this is ibe 
remains of the fighting Wednesday 
afternoon.

sure safeguards that others will 
do the same." 


That was a clear allusion to Rus- 


sia, which — while advocating an 
end to H-bomb testing — so far 
has refused to agree to what Ei- 
senhower regards as adequate in- 
spection safeguards. 


''The compelling challenge before 


the world," Eisenhower told the 
rally, "is not the matter of test- 
ing nuclear weapons — but of mak- 
ing impossible their use in any 
nuclear war." 


And, he said, his administration 


will ''go steadfastly on seeking safe 
and sound means for disarmament 
—so that history can never say 
that this generation left humanity 
to be crucified upon a cross of 
iron." 


On the drive Thursday night 


from his hotel to the garden, Ei- 
senhower again got a big recep- 
tion from crowds along the street, 
as he did when he arrived in New 
York in midday. At one point, there 
was a cluster of signs saying, "Mri 
President, please help Hungary," 
in its,current struggle against So- 
viet domination. 


Not Forgotten 


In his speech,

as well as in Poland, and said 
those engaged in the struggle for 
freedom "are men and women 
whom America has never forgot- 
ten — nor ever will." 


In advance of Eisenhower's ad-

Kaltenborn's Nonsense 


To Lincoln came H. V. Kaltenborn, 
dis- 


tinguished commentator, to address teachers 
meeting in the Nebraska capital in the annual 
gatherings oi the Nebraska State Education As- 
sociation. If Kaltenborn told the teachers the 
same thing he told Miss Nancy Benjamin of the 
staff of The Lincoln Star, we trust that the 
members of the teaching corps in southeastern 
Nebraska's public schools will not take him too 
seriously. 


Miss Benjamin reported that Kaltenborn had 


said this, after visiting Columbus, Neb , a month 
ago, in advance, we assume, of the cornhuskmg 
competition: 


"The present plight of the farmers in Ne- 


b.aska has been mitigated by the era of Eisen- 
hower prosperity.

Numbers of Nebraskans on the farm have 


sought employment in towns in order to tide 
themselves and their families over an emergency 
and have succeeded in obtaining work, but it is 
the height of absurdity to suggest to rural Ne- 
braska that "the plight of the farmers has been 
mitigated by the era of Eisenhower prosperity '" 
We haven't the slightest notion where Kaltenborn 
has been keeping himself, but obviously it has 
been some place other than around these parti..

Now, we are forced to conclude, we have had 


the last word—projecting infinite -wisdom—in 
this controversy—both high and low—over con- 
tinuance of the H-bomb tests. Up at Ord, Ne- 
braska's enchanting United Stales Sen. Carl T. 
Curtis was reported in the news columns in part 
Io have said this: "Candidate Stevenson's pro- 
posal to stop the testing of H-bombs reveals liis 
present confusion. . . . Stevenson might as «ell 
propose that we stop testing rillcs, submarines 
and medicine." 


We recognize Sen. Curtis gets very little op- 


portunity to read these days. If he did rend 
before he opened his mouth, however, he would 
find that thus far the latest of scientific expres- 
sion on continuing H-bomb tests supports Mr. 
Stevenson's position. The very same issue of 


The Star which carried the 
news dispatch of Sen. Cur- 
tis's contribution to a Re- 
publican rally at Ord also 


~ 
referred to the fact that 


the Federation of American Scientists, speak- 
ing through its executive board, representing a 
2,100-iiian scientist group, saw no- confusion in 
the Stevenson proposal but actually went on 
record in support of it. These were its reasons: 
"It would usher in a break in the years of stalled 
negotiations, prevent or at least greatly retard 
development of nuclear weapons by those coun- 
tries not now possessing them, lessen interna- 
tional tensions, and minimize world-wide con- 
cern over radio-active fall-out." Nor is that the 
only approval back of, the Stevenson proposal. 
There have been many others, all impressive, 
reasoned and challenging. From Pasadena. Her- 
bert Jehle, known to thousands of Nebraskans 
as a teacher in the University of Nebraska, a 
scientist m his own right, among the latest, says 
that Stevenson's proposal "has found a strong 
echo among scientists in this country, no doubt 
all over the world." Men of science are of the 
opinion, Jehle says, that the issue is not 
simply a technical one, to be decided by mili- 
tary experts. The continuing tests, we are told, 
have a prime etiect of spreading 
fear and 


hatred among other nations who feel threat- 
ened by the tests. Now is the time, Jehle writes, 
to make some real effort to make peace pos- 
sible. "That," he concludes, ''is the decision I 
reached when the Nazis put me in prison camp 
for refusal to design weapons for them."' 


The Nazis, it will be recalled, in Hitler's 


closing days were on the verge of developing 
awesome weapons, including guided missiles and 
the atom bomb. We repeat that the bulk of the 
scientific world finds nothing confusing in the 
Stevenson proposal but on the contrary sup- 
ports it, approves it, endorses it. Unlike Sen. 
Curtis who seems to think he knows all there 
is to know about everything, these men of 
science, detached from partisan politics, men 
who understand nuclear 
developments which 


most of us know nothing about, while not in 
100 per cent agreement surprisingly find noth- 
ing confusing about Stevenson's proposal. 


* 
If it is a question of following the counsel oi 


Sen. Curtis or the scientists, we will take the 
scientists. They weigh their words. V.'e haven't 
even the slightest understanding of the H-bomb 
or its threat to civilization. All we know ;s that 
Carl Curtis is in the same boat we are in his 


knowledge of the bomb. 
But 
Mr. 
Curtis possibly 


thinks he has a well-kept 
secret. It is that Sen. Curtis 
knows best about every- 


thing. Let it be written that in the closing days 
of this campaign, thanks to his efforts to clarify 
confusion in this controversy over continuing 
tests of the H-bomb, Sea. Curtis quahf.es ns 
a candidate for the Nobel Prize award. In recog- 


" oition of his scientific understanding of what 


necessarily most of us Joe Smiths do not know 
or pretend to know—we propose Sen. Curtis 
for careful consideration for long-delayed recog- 
nition in the field of science. It is overdue. 
Believe us, this boy has been hiding his light 
under a basket far too long.

Reports from 
over the state varied 
from 


small fractions of an inch to one unconfirmed 
dowjipour of an inch and a hall. Good as it all 
was and welcome indeed still the significance 
of the storm was more in that it promised a 
swing toward wetter days. Such moisture as it 
produced was of superficial benefit. Deep down 
Nebraska's subsoil is dangerously dry. It will 
take a lot of water to penetrate that far and 
to relieve deep-rooted production. It will take a 
lot, too, to replenish the state's irrigation reser- 
voirs. Nevertheless the arrival of moisture is 
big and good news for Nebraska. 


If there is a silver lining in drought and 


agricultural adversity this current setback has 
served well to teach in terms of ever-normal 
production with emphasis on water manage- 
ment through reservoirs and irrigation. 


But perhaps a lesson of equal importance is 


being missed. That one bespeaks the necessity 
of an ever-normal granary for agriculture by 
the same logic the principle is applied to the 
consumer. 


It was a sorry error that the Benson adminis- 


tration did not move first toward the encour- 
agement of adequate on-the-farm reserves. It 
chose rather to assault prices and planting in 
an ineffectual effort to eliminate surpluses in 
federal warehouses. It was a case of too big 
an ever-normal granary 
for 
the 
consumer 


paired with an inadequate on-the-farm reserve. 
There would have been less farm hardship and 
better administration of food reserves had the 
drought found the average farm with a grain 
and hay reserve adequate for at least a year 
of operation. If there is illogic in the farm pro- 
grams to date it is that they are geared to the 
presumption of production and not much, if 
any, to non-production.

fication to the dreams of the rest of us—dreams 
of being the exception—and it is the same that 
makes school teachers—dramatic or otherwise— 
like their work—that constant mining of the good 
lode and every so often coming up with a big 
nugget. 


Deadly Therapy 


Politically the improvement of the lot of the 


small business man seems to be one of those 
matters that never gets out of committee. Mean- 
while, big business gets bigger. 


If protracted studies and expressions of sym- 


pathy compose the desideratum of federal ac- 
tion then the Eisenhower administration deserves 
the pennant. But if the matter has anything to 
do with improving the climate for small business 
the public and the administration would do well 
to consult the record on annual business failures. 


The average number of failures for businesses 


with liabilities under $100.000 was 5,874 annually 
from 10-1(5 to 1952. 
In 1952 the figure rose to 


7.801, in 19o3 it was 8,075, in 1954 it was 10,226 
and in li)"i it was 10,113.

The resulting campaign is de-

Upstate New York remains 
strongly Republican despite some 
Democratic inroads in the indus- 
trial cities.
